This he re- 
ceives under an arrangement whereby he 
gets a percentage on the commissions of 
the foreign business ofthe Mutual, which 
he organized; he also got an interest in 
the profits of the Raymond agency until 
a few years ago. He has also recetyed a 
salary of $30,000 a year as general man- 
ager of the company. : 

The firm of Raymond & Co. helped the 
relatives of President McCurdy a great 
deal. When Robert H. McCurdy left the 
partnership in 1893, Dr. Louls A, The- 
bault, President McCurdy’s son-in-law, 
was admitted to the firm, and inside of 
four years wags receiving more than §$50,-| 
000 a year from his share itn the business, 
In 1904, Mr. Thebault's share amounted 
to $147,687. This interest, representing 
at present three-quarters of the profits. 
of the firm, was developed by as interest- 
ing a set of insurance agents’ “eontracts 
as have come to light for a long time. 
The principal facts in regard to.the com- 
mission ‘arrangement existing between 
the Raymond firm and the Mutual Life 
were out at the yester- 
day.

had no knowledge in regard to these 
matters except as it concerned the 
Equitable Life. Our knowledge was 
practically confined to what appeared in 
the report of the Superintendent of In- 
surance on the evidence taken by him, 
and in the so-called Frick report, which, 
of course, was unofficial. Had nothing 
developed between then and the present 
time I should upon the coming in of this 
court have asked for the empaneling of 
an extraorcinary Grand Jury to consider 
the matters developed in the investiga- 
tion of the Superintendent of Insurance 
and any such other matters in connec- 
tion therewith as it might then be pos- 
sible to bring out before a Grand Jury. 

“But since that time a joint committee 
of the Legislature of the State of New 
York has been appointed and has come 
here for the special purpose of investi- 
gating the insurance situation in the 
City of New York and in the State gen- 
erally. They have obtained extremely. 
able and upright counsel, who command 
the respect of this community. They 
have already had a number of sessions— 
eonducted in a way to command the re- 
spect of the community and to win con- 
fidence in their entire good  faith—to 
ascertain as far as is’ within the scope 
of their purpose all the facts and cir- 
eumstances in connection with the con- 
duct of insurance business in this State 
and in th:s county. 


- “Shocking as the revelations in regard 


to the Equitable Life were to the moral

MAYER ON HIS DUTIES. 


Has No. Original Power to Prosecute 
for Insurance Offenses. 
ALBANY, Oct. 5.--" Dagty inguiries are 


being made of me,"’ said Attorney General 


Mayer to-day, “as to the prosecution of 
alleged criminal offenses in connection 
with insurance. There seems to be an im- 
pression that the Attorney Genéral has 
original power or authority to prosecute 
such offenses if they have been commit- 
ted. The Attorney General has no original 
power or authority to prosecute for crim- 
inal offenses, excepting those against the 
elective franchise in certain cases. 

“Section 62 of the executive law de- 
fines his general duties, and a reading 
of that section will show that authority 
to prosecute a criminal offense is con- 
ferred upon him only when required by 
the Governor, Secretary of State, Con- 
troller, Treasurer, or State ineer in 
certain cases. It is the dut e At- 
torn General to cause al in- 
dict for corrupting or attempting to 
corrupt any member or member-elect of 
the Legisiature to be brought to trial.

“Men who pose as. the salt of the 
earth and condemn, without reserve, 
those who steal $50 or forge a check for 
$100, or accept a bribe, will themselves 
make millions by lying, by nega 
sentation, by fraud, and by bribery. 
private life they are stainless; but in es 
interest of corporations, of the trust, of 
the gas company, of the railroad com- 
pany, of the insurance ocmpany, they 
will have recourse to every » villainy 
damned in the Decalogue. They will go 
further. They will debauch the legis- 
lator to enact laws crushing their com- 
petitors in business, and exacting from 
their fellow-citizens a daily tribute, un- 
der the name of duty. 

. “TIT recognize readily the vast, blessings 
which union or consolidation for business 
purposes, if properly guarded and hon- 
estly conducted, may bring upon the Na- 
tion. We must not forget, however, that 
all trusts are monopolistic in tendency, 
and the more you curtail competition 
the nearer you approach monopoly; and 
when no competition .exists, then mon-. 
opoly prevails. 

“Under exceptional circumstances, it 
may be even justifiable to make a tariff 
protect an industry, but I hold that go 
tariff is justified that has not for its 
sole aim the advantage or the necessities 
of our country in its entirety.

Shall this wholesale thief go unscathed 
while the pilferer of a pitiful $10 is 
deprived of the opportunity of doing 
further wrong by imprisonment? Cor- 
porations are mere legal entities, and, 
as such, cannot be punished. But 
the Director or Trustee of a cor- 
poration who steals or bribes or ap- 
propriates is a real person, and he should 
be answerable to the law, the more so 
as in all cases he profits by his wrong- ' 
doing, and in many cases he is the only 
one who profits by it. 

“ Socialism has of course its unreason- 
ing and unreasonable advocates, but it is 
probable that most of those who have 
been flocking to, its banner have done 
so rather as & protest against the dis- 
honesty and the abuse of power so ram- 
ant among us to-day than with any 
nee of the established methods 
of social evolution. If we can restore 
the old, rigid standards of honesty and 
upri htness in all business dealings we 
shale zo far to prevent extension of 
this threatening evil.

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THE CITY NOMINATIONS. 

The renomination of Mayor McCLEL- 
LAN by the Demogratic City Convention 
last night merely confirms 4 choice 
long ago made by public opinion. To 
any one who has kept an eye upon the 
political signs of the times it was evi- 
dent even before the close of Mayor 
MCCLELLAN’s first year in the City 
Hall that the City of New York was 
very well content with its Mayor, and 
that the will of the voters when con- 
pulted at the polls would certainly de- 
cree his continuance in the office. In 
fact, the absence of anything like doubt 
as to the chief nomination has deprived 
the municipal campaign of its accus-

Indeed, 
Republican approval of the Mayor's 
conduct of the city’s affairs has been 
one of the most convincing evidences 
of his merit. Further testimony to his 
large command of the public confidence 
has been furnished by his opponents, 
whose tribulations and perplexities 
were in the main occasioned by the 
fact that well-known leaders who 
could be counted upon to take part in:

“ BRITISH DECADENCE.” 

President Davip Starr Jorpan of 
the Leland Stanford University of Cali- 
fornia has been delivering an address to 
his students on the decadence of Great 
Britain. His explanations are two. The 
first is the emigration to other coun- 
tries of much of the “ best brawn and 
brain of, Britain.” The other is “the 
death of thousands of England’s best 
men in the numerous wars which that 
country has waged in the last century.” 

In the classic language of Mr. 
Huoues, replying to the brief of Mr. 
UnNTERMYER, President Jornpax “cites 
no euthorities for his contention, and 
we are-not impressed with his reason- 
ing.” In the first place, he begins with 
a “petitio principil,” or, in English, 
with a begging of the question. He as- 
sumes the decadence of Great Britain. 
How does he know about it? Appar- 
ently from his observations of “his 
recent trip through Europe,” of which 
we may presume that the British part 
was done in what we call an automobile 
and the British a “motor car.” What

DEFERRED DIVIDENDS. 


Profit to the Companies and injustice 
to Policy Holders Explained. 


To the Editer of The New York Times: 

The “ Deferred Dividend ™ letter of “‘ An 
Insurance Man,"’ which appears in your 
‘issue of this date, justifies the conclusion 
of the readers that he argues not as to; 
whether the annual dividend is an advan- 
tage for the assured, but whether the de» 
ferred dividend is not an advantage to the 
company issuing the policy. His letter in- 
dicates a desire to manufacture argument 
for insurance agents who are called upon 
to sell deferred dividend policies, and he 
loses sight—the evidence shows intention- 
ally—of the great of the long 
dividend policies. | 

I presume I might oles call myself “An 
Insurance Man,” and I am unalterably 
‘opposed to the long-deferred dividend pol- 
icies of aH companies, and it is not be- 
cause I write insurance for an annual div- 
idend company, either, because I have ab- 
solutely no direct connection with any 
insurance company, operating as I do on 
behalf of the assured and distributing 
such business as I may possess among all 
the companies as their respective forms 
may best suit the particular applicant in 
question; hence I think that I have ef- 
fectually relieved myself of the possible 
charge of personal interest. 

Here is the crying injustice of the de- 
ferred dividend in brief: 

Suppose that a man holds a policy issued 
on the twenty-year dividend plan. The 
age of the man is 40, and the amount of 
the policy $10,000. He pays, approximate- 
ly, $412.50 per annum for twenty years 
on this policy, and when the twenty 
years have elapsed he returns his policy 
to the company and they allot the divi- 
dends thereto. One company gives the 
‘“ estimate" of what such a policy will 
be worth in twenty years: 

Reserve, $6,670; “Surplus, which means 
dividends, or profits, as you prefer to call 
it; $3,710; or, a total cash value, which it 
is supposed the company will pay, $10,- 
380. This “surplus” is supposed to be 
the interest of the insured in the profits 
which his annual contributions have 
earned for the company. It means the 
savings for twenty years, and if the in- 
sured lives the twenty years out this is 
all right and good, but—and here is 
where the injustice comes in—if the In- 
sured dies in 19 years and 360 days after 
he takes out the policy every cent of this 
“surplus’’ is lost to him, although the 
company figures that this surplus would 
purchase in five days longer $5,550 more 
insurance payable at death. On the other 
hand, suppose the insured finds it neces- 
sary to sell his policy to the company 
after he has paid nineteen premiums on 
it; they give him the reserve only, 
amounting to $6,190, and he loses nine- 
teen-twentieths of $3,710, the alleged 


in one year more. 

It has been conservatively estimated 
that in 1904 the vast sum, in round fig- 
ures, of $10,000,000 was lost by the policy 
holders to the various insurance com- 
panies because of surrendering policies 
and sacrificing the ‘“ dividends’’’ which 
are due only upon the completion of the 
period. Is it any wonder that $10,000,000, 
distributed to the insurance companies 
and taken from the pockets of their 
policy holders, makes the insurance com- 
panies squeamish about parting with so 
great a sinecure? If a company is con- 
ducted on the “mutual” plan. or for 
the benefit of the policy holders, why is 
not the proportionate amount of this vast 
dividend fund distributed for the period 
which a policy has run when the policy is 
taken up, whether as a death claim or a 
cash surrender? 

*‘An Insurance Man” strikes the key- 
note when in summing up he says that 
“the fact that, by reason of death and 
lapses,” &c. It is just exactly this, “‘ by 
reason of deaths or lapses, that these 
millions of dollars have been lost to the 
people who earned it by paying into the 


interest was earned. Nowhere does he 
contend that the assured is not entitled 
to this money, and it is but a custom that 
gives the right to ee companies to with- 
hold it. 

Any insurance man will reel off the 
names of half a dozen of the most con- 
servative, the safest and the most pros- 
perous insurance companies in the United 
States who issue only annual dividend 
policies. It certainly is feasible, there- 
fore, from the standpoint of the company, 
and surely no sane man or woman would 
hesitate an instant in choosing between 
a policy which provided that every year 
his or her share of the earned dividend 
or profit would be apportioned in accord- 
ance with the amount of the premium 
paid, and this profit used either to reduce 
the amount of the premium or to be with- 


whatever. I add, no sane man or woman 
would hesitate between such a polity and 
one in which he received no profits for 
twenty years, and should he or she die be- 
fore’that period sacrifice to the company 
all the earnings of the premiums paid 
in for the time the seals has been in 
force. 

Every corporation in the United States 
is compelled to make an annual report 
of its operations, and every stockholder 


been declared, draws such dividend an- 
nually or semi-annually as the period 
may be selected. What would be thought 
if steel or oil or other stock dividend be 
distributed every twenty years, and if the 
shareholder die before that period all such 
dividend be sacrificed to the company? 
Why, then, should there be a different 
system for life insurance, especially when 
it is contended that every policy holder 
in a mutual company becomes and ts, in 
effect, a stockholder in that company? 
The American insuring public are not 
nearly so deeply interested in the history 
of annual and deferred dividends as they 
are in obtaining the benefits from their 
policies as the terms of the policies them- 
selves provide. It is hardly to be assumed
